No ſooner was a Houſe ſuſpected to have the Sickneſs in 
it, but it was by Order of the Government ſunbumanly) ſhut 
up, & a Great Red Croſs was inſtantly painted on the Door, 
with theſe Words under it, LORD HAVE MERCY ON 
US, as a diſtinctive Mark for avoiding ſuch Houſes, 
Four or 5000 were ſwept away eyery Week, ſo that it 
was common for an Inheritance to paſs in 3 or 4 Days time 
to 5 many Heirs, Nay in ONE fatal Night in September more 
than 4000 Perſons. expired; & in the Week above 12,000: 

And in that Month Dr. Hodges (who was an Eye-Witneſs 
of the whole Tragedy) tells us, that above 40,000 died.
